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From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 3. 
Genoa, July 37. 


HE Dautcheffes of Savoy arriv’d here 
the 15th. We have Advice from Tu- 
rin of the 9th Inftant, that Provifions 
were fieely brought into the Place, 
the French having been oblig’d to aban- 
don Chieri and Montcalier. The Siege of Turin 
advances very flowly, the Artillery of che Place dif. 
mounting the Befiegers Batteries from time to time ; 
and the Fortifications are yet ia a good Condiiuon. 
The Duke de la Feuillade having caus’d the Duke 
of Savoy to be purfued by M. d'Aubeterre with 50 
Squadrons-and 6 Batrallions, M. d’Aubdeterre fet 
upon him the 7th when he was marching from his 
Camp at-Saluces to Bubiana: But Lis Royal High- 
nefs puting himfelf with the Regiment cf Prince 
Eugene of Savoy at the Head of his Rearguard, put 
him to Flight, after having kill’d 300 of his Men, 
and taken 2 Standards with 50 Prifoners among 
them 6 Officers. Of the Duke of Savoy’s Men, 
not 50 were kill’d, wounded, or miitiing: Prince 
Emanuel of Soiffons had'his Leg broke, and the 
Count Sales. was wounded in the Thigh; which 
hindring them from getcing off, they were taken and 
carried to Revel. Since his Royal Highne{s has 
been at Bubiana, the Huffars bave taken many of 
the French Prifoners, together with a great deal of 
Baggage ; they have alfo taken the Captain of the 
Duke of Vencome’s Guards, whom he fent to com- 
pliment the Duke of Orleans on his Arrival in 
Italy. The Caftle of Afi furrendred to the French 
the 13th after a Siege of 3 Wecks : The Garrifon 
confifing of bur 7o Men, were made Prifoners of 
War, and march’d our ac the Breach. The Marquis 
de Parelle was wounded and taken Prifoner by the 
French, atthe Paffage of a River where he com- 
manded only fome Peafants who abandon’d him. 
From the Paris Gazetce, dated July 31. 

From the Camp before Turin, Fuly 22. For fome 
Days paft_ Men have bees employ'd in making three 
new Batteries, one of 9 twenty four Pounders oh 
the Right of the Lunetre which is taken near the 
Citadel, another of 3 pieces on the Left of the fame 
Lunette, and the other of 4 Pieces. The 16th the 
Marquis du Buzancy Son of the Count de Chama- 
rante, and Collonel of the Regiment de la Reine, 
was kill'd in the Trenches. The Deferrers continue 
to come overtousin great number. The 15th 92 
came, among them 17 Grenadiers of one Company 
with their Sergeant ; and Yefterday 51. Yefterday 
likewife the new Batteries being finifh’d, all the Ar- 
tillery began agen to play at Day-break, with fuch 
Effi, that it difmounted the greateft part of the 
Arnllery of the Beficged , which fifice fires but 
little. A great number of Scones and about 300 
Bombs were thrown into the Cover'd-Way, which 
threw down and broke a great number of Pallifa- 
does. The Mincs were likewife perfected and 


charg’d Yefterday at Noon, and Preparations were 


made for attacking 3 Lunetes. Ph a Clock at 
Night the Mines were {prung, and at the fame time 
the 3 Lunettcs were attack'd and carried Sword in 
Hand, with the ourermoft Cover’d. Way, whee a 
Lodgment was made as aifo in che 3 Luncites. Phe 
Fight lafted 2 Hours, wihthe Lols of bur 5° Men 
wounded ; but the Enemy bid 450 Men kailld or 
wounded. ‘dhe Duke de la Fev@iade’s Horfe cb. 
ferves that of the Duke of Savoy, waom rhey have 
oblig'd to retire into the Valleys of Lucerne ard 
Angrogne, after a Fight near Saluces in which his 
Rearguard was defeated, and Prince Emanuel of 
Soiffons taken with the Count de Sales and fereral 
other Officers. The Duke of Savoy bas difmoun:ed 
his Cavalry, which we are ailur'd is reauc’d to 1700 
Men. He has {ne the Horles into the Mountains 
to graze, with anumber ot che Troopers neceffary 
to guard them, and has kept the reftt with him, as 
alfo 800 Barbers (or Mountaineers) guard the 
Paffages. We have receiv'd Advice, that the Count 
d’Eftain has oblig’d the Garrifon of the Caftle of 
Affi to furrender at Diicretion ; they were reduc’d 
to 150 Men, irom goo which they were when the 


Siege began. The Duke de la Feuillade has made . 


a Detachmentof 22 Squadrons, which march’d fome 
Days agoto joyn the Army in Lombardy. ad- 
vis'd, that the Siege of the Caitle of Ceva is con- 
tinued with Succefs, and that twas hop’d the Place 
will be fore’d to yield in a few Days. Some Days 
ago ihe Count of Sartirana going to take Poffcflion 
of the Hill of Paradi, perceiv’d the Marquis de 
Pzrelle advancing with 1000 Poot and 400 Horfe 
to fuccour Ceva. He march’d againft him, attack’d 
and defeated him ; killing or taking 309 Men. Ihe 
Marquis de Parelle and another Officer of Note are 
among the Prifoners. 
From the Paris Letter, dated July go... 

Paris, July 30. The laft Letters from the Camp 
before Turin advife, that the Count d’Fftain had 
brought thither the flying Camp from Pignerol, and 
is fince march’d towards Alexandria with a Body of 
Horfe and Dragoons to joyn the Army in Lombardy. 
They confirm, that the Duke of Savoy will find ir 
very difficult to efcape out of the Valleys in which 
he has fhut himfelf up, all the Patlages being block'd 
up. A Body of our Troops are pofted in the Neck 
of the Mountains from Berquera to Pignerol ; M. de 
Villiers with 14 Squadrons, 1 Regiment of Dra- 
goons, and 3 Barrallions, bas fecur'd the only Paffage 
by which that Prince can come back to Coni; an- 
other Body is pofted becween M. de Villiers and the 
Valley of Aoft, with fome Grenadiers and 2000 
Miquelets: All thefe Difpofitions render his Re- 
treat or Efcape almoft impoifible.

Our Men rheit Landing 
till 9 in the Morning 3 bur having no “annon, and 
being very much expos'd ro the Fire of thet of the 
Eom ; thev were at laft forc'd to abardon the 
Ifland and retire to this Gide of the Rhine : ‘Which 
they did in very good Ovde ; and Deferters tell us 
400 “Men of the En my wre -kill’d or wounded, 
among them an Off of Nore. Tae‘ Prince of 
Bader being inform’! of the motion of the Enemy’s 
Arm~ and he ofs of he Mand left Reftad where he 
had been {ome time, and has order’! rhe Army to 
march ns to the Lires of Srolboffen and Bahl, to 
obf-rve the Enemv. The Marhal’de Villars bas 
¢aus’d aiftrone M-rechn of his Troops to pafé the 
Rhine ar Fort Kehl ; with what Defign is yet uncertain.
